DEWSBURY. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on-  the 
Health  Services  for  Dewsbury  for  the  year  1966. 

Statistics. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  of  the 
town  at  mid  1966  at  53,020,  a decrease  of  300  on  the  previous 
year’s  figure.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (that  is 
the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  during  the  year  was  89. 

Live  births  registered  were  866  comprised  of  455  males 
and  411  females.  Of  this  number  70  or  8.1%  were  illegitimate 
as  compared  with  85  or  9.2%  in  1965.  The  birth  rate  for  the 
year  was  16.3  compared  with  17.2  for  the  previous  year. 
The  corrected  live  birth  rate  was  17.3  and  the  national  figure 
was  17.7. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  20.3  per  1,000  total  live  and  still 
births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.3. 

The  crude  Death  Rate  of  14.6  per  1,000  population  was 
above  the  national  rate  of  11.7  and  an  increase  on  the  town’s 
1965  death  rate  of  14.3.  The  heaviest  mortality  was  caused 
by  the  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart,  of  which  coronary 
disease  alone  accounted  for  144  deaths  or  18*5%  of  the  total 
of  777  deaths  from  all  causes.  There  was  a slight  increase 
on  last  year  in  deaths  due  to  cancer  (all  forms),  this  year  there 
were  126  deaths  compared  with  110  last  year  giving  a death  rate 
of  2.4  per  1,000  population,  and  causing  16.0%  of  the  deaths 
from  all  causes.  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  was 
the  cause  of  two  deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  0.04  per  1,000 
population. 

Out  of  a total  of  777  deaths  525,  i.e.  67%  were  of  persons 
over  65  years  of  age.  Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  totalled  20 
giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  23-1.  Of  these  deaths,  6 died 
in  the  first  day  of  life  and  a further  six  in  the  first  week.  6 of  the 
infant  deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity  and  of  these  6 
premature  baby  deaths  4 died  within  24  hours  and  a further  2 
within  a week.  Of  these  6 babies  who  died  3 weighed  less  than 
3 lbs.  4 ozs.  at  birth  and  3 between  3 lbs.  4 ozs.  and  4 lbs.  15  ozs. 

Staff. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  department  is  extremely 
fortunate  in  that  it  has  its  full  complement  of  medical  and  dental 
officers. 

Unfortunately  there  is  a shortage  of  health  visitors,  and  in 
spite  of  advertisements  and  schemes  for  training,  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  recruit  a single  one.  All  the  health  visitors  on  the  staff 
have  partial  attachment  to  General  Practitioners,  but,  of  course. 
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much  more  effective  liaison  could  be  achieved  if  the  services  of 
more  health  visitors  were  available. 

I am  extremely  sorry  to  report  that  because  of  domestic 
reasons  we  lost  the  services  of  our  last  and  only  health  education 
organiser  and  in  spite  of  repeated  advertisement  no  replacement 
has  yet  been  obtained.  This  is  most  regrettable  because  an 
excellent  programme  of  positive  health  education  was  being 
established,  particularly  in  schools. 


Anthrax  Vaccination. 

Towards  the  end  of  1965  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a 
circular  directed  to  all  local  authorities  advising  that  vaccination 
against  anthrax  is  desirable  for  workers  exposed  to  special  risks 
of  contacting  the  disease.  The  circular  went  on  to  urge  that  local 
authorities  should  make  arrangements  for  vaccination  against 
anthrax.  Following  receipt  of  this  circular  an  agreement  was 
reached  with  the  Local  Medical  Committee  that  such  vaccination 
should  be  dealt  with  on  a factory  basis  by  the  local  authority 
in  co-operation  with  the  appointed  factory  doctor  and  the  factory 
medical  inspector. 

In  January,  1966,  the  managers  of  all  the  factories  in 
Dewsbury  which  handle  materials  with  anthrax  risk  were  con- 
tacted and  asked  if  any  of  their  employees  wished  to  be  vaccin- 
ated against  the  disease.  Active  co-operation  from  the  factories 
has  resulted  in  a vaccination  programme  being  started.  A local 
authority  doctor  and  nurse  visit  each  factory  at  regular  intervals 
and  give  first  or  booster  vaccinations  to  all  the  staff  who  request 
it. 


New  Buildings. 

(a)  Burgh  Mill  House  became  ready  for  use  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  is  a hostel  designed  to  provide  residential  accommoda- 
tion for  sixteen  mentally  subnormal  adults,  eight  of  each  sex. 
The  building  is  planned  so  that  additional  bedroom  accommoda-  ‘ 
tion  for  another  16  persons  can  be  built  if  and  when  it  is 
necessary.  The  kitchen,  dining  and  sitting  accommodation  is 
already  large  enough  to  accommodate  32  persons. 

(b)  Extension  to  adult  section  of  the  Orchard  Street  Training 
Centre. 

The  main  part  of  the  adult  training  centre  consists  of  a 
workroom  which  was  for  some  time  sufficiently  large  to  cope  with 
the  adults  using  it.  However,  it  became  evident  during  the  past 
few  years  that  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  adults  it 
would  be  necessary  to  enlarge  this  accommodation. 

This  was  agreed  to  by  the  Council  and  a great  improvement 
has  been  effected. 
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(c)  Infant  Welfare  and  Mental  Health  Centre,  School  Lane, 
Westborough. 

The  plans  and  permission  to  erect  this  building  were  agreed 
during  the  year,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  building  is  well 
on  the  way  towards  completion. 

It  became  necessary  on  two  grounds.  Firstly,  the  present 
Mental  Health  Centre  has  to  be  demolished  due  to  the  extensions 
of  the  Technical  College  in  Halifax  Road,  and  secondly  because 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Westborough  is  being  held  in 
very  unsatisfactory  premises. 

Social  Club  for  Subnormal  Persons. 

During  the  year  a social  club  for  mentally  subnormal 
persons  was  formed  by  a committee  of  staff  and  parents.  Social 
evenings  and  other  activities  are  held  at  regular  intervals,  and 
premises  for  this  club  are  provided  at  the  Orchard  Training 
Centre. 

The  formation  of  such  a club  fulfils  a gap  in  the  lives  of 
many  of  these  subnormal  persons  in  that  it  provides  social 
activities  which  are  not  otherwise  available  to  them.  At  the  time 
of  writing  the  club  is  flourishing  and  has  proved  to  be  a great 
success.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  many  persons  who  have  contri- 
buted to  this  success,  and  particular  mention  might  be  made  of 
the  most  valuable  help  given  by  the  members  of  the  Dewsbury 
Rotary  Club.  It  is  due  to  them  that  many  subnormals  are  able  to 
attend,  because  of  the  tran.sport  they  regularly  provide. 

Services  and  Other  Matters. 

Full  and  comprehensive  information  on  all  the  services 
and  other  matters  of  interest  is  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 
report  and  I trust  it  will  be  read  with  interest  as  it  gives  a good 
reflection  of  the  health  of  the  town  as  a whole. 

Acknowledgments. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  tender  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  my  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  generous  help  and  support  so  freely  given  throughout  the 
year. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  Officers 
of  the  Corporation  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  help,  and 
lastly,  and  by  no  means  least  to  my  own  staff,  professional  and 
clerical,  for  their  conscientious  work  throughout  the  year.

Congenital  Malformations. 

The  Registrar  General  requested  a monthly  return  on  a 
standard  form  of  all  the  children  found  at  birth  with  congenital 
malformations.  The  information  required  is  obtained  by  the  use 
of  a modified  birth  notification  form.  When  doubt  has  arisen  as  to 
the  correct  classification  of  congenital  malformation  further  in- 
formation has  been  sought  from  the  general  practitioners  or 
hospital  concerned.  During  the  year  22  live  births  (12  males  and 
10  females)  and  2 stillbirths  (2  females)  showed  congenital 
malformations  at  birth.  If  necessary  children  with  congenital 
malformations  are  put  on  the  “At  Risk”  Register  and  such 
children  receive  extra  supervision  by  the  doctors  and  health 
visitors. 


Medical  Examinations. 

During  1966  a total  of  321  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Department.  232 
of  these  were  for  Corporation  employees  who  were  either  enter- 
ing the  service  or  were  due  to  pay  superannuation  contributions 
after  the  qualifying  period.  11  examinations  were  done  for 
outside  authorities,  58  candidates  for  teachers'  training 
colleges  were  medically  examined  prior  to  their  being  accepted 
by  the  colleges,  and  20  persons  were  examined  on  taking  up 
appointments  as  teachers.

Health  of  Children. 

Prevention  of  break  up  of  families. 

During  the  year  under  review  10  meetings  were  held  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  deal  with 
this  subject  and  to  continue  with  the  work  that  was  done  in  the 
previous  year.  The  meetings  are  attended  by  a representative 
of  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer,  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer,  a senior  lady  Housing  Inspector,  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector,  a Mental  Welfare  Officer,  the  Senior  National  Assist- 
ance Officer,  the  Children’s  Officer,  a Probation  Officer,  the  Chief 
Officer  of  Welfare  Services  and  an  Education  Department 
Welfare  Officer. 

12  new  cases  were  discussed  and  helped  during  1966  in 
addition  to  22  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1965. 
10  cases  were  taken  off  the  register  as  no  longer  needing  help 
because  of  the  improvement  which  had  been  effected  or  because 
they  had  removed  to  another  area.  At  the  end  of  1966  there 
remained  on  the  register  24  cases  stiU  under  discussion.  Some  of 
these  cases  represent  the  ‘hard  core’  of  problem  families  and  are 
with  us  year  after  year,  necessitating  a continuous  watch  on 
behalf  of  the  children  who  are  often  the  victims  of  the  indolence 
and  ignorance  of  their  parents. 

International  Vaccination  Certificates. 

During  the  year  964  certificates  were  authenticated  for 
persons  travelling  abroad,  either  permanently  or  temporarily, 
compared  with  287  in  1965.  The  large  increase  being  due  to  the 
insistence  of  many  foreign  countries  that  holidaymakers  from 
U.K.  should  possess  a recent  certificate  of  vaccination  against 
smallpox.

All  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Wakefield  (Director,  Dr.  L.  A.  Little),  and  during  1966 
approximately  a total  of  426  specimens  were  dealt  with, 
mainly  investigations  in  connection  with  some  'dysentery  and 
food  poisoning. 


Promotion  of  Cleanliness. 

Cases  of  uncleanliness  are  dealt  with  at  the  Municipal  Build- 
ings, Halifax  Road,  Dewsbury,  by  a specially  appointed  Cleans- 
ing Assistant  employed  in  the  School  Health  Service. 

During  1966,  there  were  6 cases  of  head  lice  and  6 cases  of 
scabies  amongst  pre-school  children,  10  cases  of  scabies  and  4 
cases  of  head  lice  amongst  adults.

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WATER. 

Report  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Mid  Calder  Water  Board. 

On  April  1st,  1966,  the  Dewsbury  Corporation  Waterworks 
became  a constituent  member  of  the  Mid  Calder  Water  Board 
which  serves  a much  larger  area  and  population. 

Prior  to  April  1st,  Dewsbury  Corporation  received  water  in 
bulk  from  three  sources,  namely: — 

(1)  The  Dewsbury  & Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board  73% 

(2)  Bradford  Corporation  Waterworks  12% 

(3)  Calderdale  Water  Board  15% 

Since  that  date  bulk  supplies  have  been  received  from  2 and 
3 but  the  Dewsbury  & Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board  is 
now  a constitunent  of  The  Mid  Calder  Water  Board,  the  ratio  of 
supplies  remaining  almost  the  same. 

The  Mid  Calder  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  water  from  its  own  sources,  at  the  present  time  with  lime  and 
chlorine  only,  but  a comprehensive  treatment  plant  is  envisaged 
within  the  next  few  years.  The  Bradford  and  Calderdale  waters 
are  supplied  filtered  and  sterilized. 

A water  supply  satisfactory  in  quality  has  been  provided  to 
all  parts  of  the  area,  but  there  are  certain  areas  where  greater 
pressures  are  desirable.  New  mains  are  being  laid  throughout 
the  area,  to  provide  for  the  ever  increasing  need  of  consumers. 

The  water  has  been  examined  for  bacteriological  contamina- 
tion and  the  enclosed  list  illustrates  the  results  which  show  that  a 
high  standard  has  been  maintained.  Owing  to  the  quantity  of 
bacteria  in  the  raw  water  a considerable  dose  of  chlorine  has  to  be 
used  to  rectify  this.  Chemical  analyse  shows  no  plumbo  solvent 
action. 

Except  for  a few  isolated  cottages,  all  the  houses  in  the 
County  Borough  have  been  supplied  with  piped  water,  the  rate 
of  consumption  being  43  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  domestic 
and  unmeasured  trade,  and  25  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  trade 
purposes.  Relatively  high  rainfall  during  the  period  has  not 
given  rise  to  the  need  for  standpipes  or  any  other  restrictions  to 
consumption.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Drummond,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the 
sewerage  system; — 

Corporation  development  at  Chidswell  Lane: 

Approximately  2,980-ft.  of  6-ins,  9-ins  and  12-ins.  diameter 
surface  water  sewer  laid. 

Approximately  1,970-ft  of  6-in,  9-in.  diameter  foul  sewer 
laid. 

Corporation  Housing  Site  and  Ravensthorpe  Road  Surface 
Water  Outfall: 

Approximately  1,363-ft.  of  21-in,  33-in,  42-in.  and  54-in. 
diameter  surface  water  sewer  laid. 

Corporation  Relief  Sewer — Near  Upper  Peel  Street: 

Approximately  60-ft.  of  12-in.  diameter  foul  sewer  laid. 
Private  Development — Sugar  Lane: 

Approximately  1,161-ft.  of  6-in.,  9-in.  and  12-in.  diameter 
surface  water  sewer  laid. 

Approximately  420-ft.  of  9-in.  diameter  foul  sewer  laid. 
Private  Development — Ludwell  Close: 

Approximately  36-ft.  of  6-in.  diameter  surface  water  sewer 
laid. 

Sewage  Disposal — Mitchell  Laithes  Sewage  Works: 

£186,000  Biological  Filter  Extension  Scheme  under  con- 
struction. 

Mr.  C.  L.  N.  Cree,  Sewage  Works  Manager,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : — 

The  main  sewage  treatment  works,  situated  at  Mitchell 
Laithes,  deals  with  Domestic  Sewage  and  Trade  Waste  Waters 
from  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury,  the  Borough  of  Batley, 
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the  Urban  District  of  Mirfield  and  part  of  the  sewage  from  the 
Borough  of  Ossett,  which  formerly  received  treatment  at  their 
Healey  Sewage  Works.  The  population  of  the  area  draining 
to  the  works  is  104,083.  The  total  volume  of  sewage  treated 
amounted  to  3,765  million  gallons,  equal  to  an  average  daily 
flow  of  10,344,000  gallons.  Sludge  and  solid  matter  removed 
from  the  sewage  in  treatment  was  47,791  tons. 

The  system  of  treatment  includes  primary  sedimentation, 
fully  automated  2 stage  biological  filtration  together  with 
recirculation  of  effluent,  intermediate  and  secondary  sedi- 
mentation. Effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River  Calder.  Not- 
withstanding the  severe  overloading  of  the  treatment  plant 
it  has  been  possible  to  effect  a purihcation  figure  of  68.8%. 

Construction  work  on  extensions  to  the  Biological  Filter 
Beds  commenced  in  August,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will 
commence  on  Primary  and  Secondary/Storm  Sedimentation 
Tanks  and  Sludge  Treatment  Plant  during  1967. 

Ravensthorpe  Sewage  Works  deals  with  domestic  sewage 
and  trade  wastes  from  the  Ravensthorpe  part  of  the  County 
Borough.  The  population  of  the  area  served  by  this  works  is 
5,966.  The  volume  of  sewage  treated  amounted  to  382  million 
gallons,  equal  to  a daily  average  flow  of  1,049,000  gallons.  The 
system  of  treatment  is  primary  sedimentation,  single  filtration 
and  secondary  sedimentation.  Excess  flows  are  passed  on  to 
Mitchell  Laithes. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  information  in  this  section  has  been  kindly  contributed 
by  Mr.  M.  Lovett,  O.B.E.,  Pollution  Prevention  Officer,  York- 
shire Ouse  and  Hull  River  Authority,  Leeds. 

The  Yorkshire  Ouse  and  Hull  River  Authority  is  responsible 
for  dealing  with  matters  relating  to  river  pollution  prevention, 
land  drainage,  fisheries  and  water  resources  in  the  River  Calder 
watershed. 

The  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries  receive  along  their 
lengths  the  effluents  from  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  sewage 
works  and  trade  premises.  The  problem  of  preventing  pollution 
in  the  middle  and  lower  reaches  of  the  river  is  complicated  by  the 
relative  smallness  of  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  in  relation  to 
the  volume  of  effluents  discharged.  As  measured  at  Kirkthorpe 
Weir,  Wakefield,  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  is  about  95  million 
gallons  per  day.  At  that  point,  at  least  one-third  of  the  normal 
flow  of  water  in  the  river  can  be  accounted  for  as  effluent  from 
sewage  works.  In  addition,  treated  trade  effluents  amounting  to 
several  millions  of  gallons  per  day  are  discharged  to  the  river  and 
its  tributaries,  so  that  normally  the  amount  of  used  water  in  the 
river  is  often  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  flow,  this  being 
exclusive  of  the  use  of  virtually  the  whole  of  the  normal  flow 
in  the  river  for  cooling  purposes  by  the  various  electricity 
generating  stations  between  Elland  and  Wakefield. 

There  were  neither  serious  drought  nor  flood  conditions  in 
the  Calder  Valley  during  1966. 


The  River  Authority  is  of  the  continued  opinion,  that  in  an 
area  such  as  the  Calder  Valley  the  most  efficient  and  economical 
means  of  dealing  with  trade  effluents  is  usually  by  discharging 
them,  where  practicable,  to  the  public  sewers,  for  treatment  at 
the  sewage  works  of  the  local  authorities. 

The  Dewsbury  Corporation  continues  to  co-operate  in 
furthering  this  policy  and  negotiations  were  completed  during 
the  year  with  the  North  Eastern  Gas  Board,  in  respect  of  trade 
effluents  from  the  new  large  gas-producing  plant  at  Dewsbury, 
and  these  are  now  being  discharged  to  the  public  sewer.  As  a 
result,  virtually  all  trade  effluents  produced  at  present  within  the 
County  Borough  and  in  the  adjacent  areas  of  Batley,  Mirfield 
and  Healey  (Ossett  B.)  continue  to  receive  treatment  at  the 
Corporation’s  sewage  works. 

The  slightly  improved  conditions  at  Mitchell  Laithes  sewage 
Works,  resulting  from  the  introduction  of  the  double  filtration 
equipment  towards  the  end  of  1964  have  been  generally  main- 
tained during  1966.  Work  was  commenced  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  year  on  the  extension  of  the  filters,  which  is  the  first 
stage  of  the  scheme  of  major  extensions  required  to  render  the 
works  capable  of  dealing  effectively  with  the  much  stronger 
trade  sewage  which  continues  to  reach  them.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  very  good  progress  has  been  made  on  this  stage  of  the 
extensions. 

Due  to  factors  largely  beyond  the  control  of  the  Corporation, 
preparation  of  the  remaining  stages  of  the  Mitchell  Laithes  ex- 
tensions scheme  have  fallen  somewhat  behind  schedule.  The 
present  position  has  recently  been  discussed  between  officers  of 
the  Corporation  and  of  the  River  Authority,  and  agreement  has 
been  reached  that  the  period  allowed  for  the  completion  of  these 
schemes  be  extended  by  two  years. 

The  Ravensthorpe  sewage  works  continue  to  be  operated 
as  efficiently  as  possible  in  the  circumstances,  and  the  effluent 
has  been  reasonably  satisfactory.  The  structural  condition  of  the 
works  continues  to  deteriorate  and  to  give  cause  for  concern, 
it  is  still,  however,  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  keep  them  in 
operation  until  the  scheme  to  divert  the  Ravensthorpe  sewage 
to  the  Mitchell  Laithes  works  can  be  inplemented. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  once  again  that  the  interim 
conditions  of  consent  imposed  in  March,  1965,  under  the  Rivers 
(Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961,  in  respect  of  the  effluents 
from  the  Mitchell  Laithes  and  Ravensthorpe  works  have 
generally  been  complied  with. 

There  has  again  been  little  change  in  the  condition  of  the 
Spen  River  as  it  enters  Dewsbury  County  Borough  area. 
Experimental  work  has  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Spen- 
borough  in  an  endeavour  to  find  the  most  efficient  basis  for  future 
biological  plant  at  the  main  sewage  works.  The  marked  improve- 
ment which  resulted  at  times  of  storm  from  the  modification,  in 
1965,  of  certain  sections  of  the  plant  has  been  maintained. 
Several  further  improvements  were  in  progress  towards  the  end 
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of  the  year,  and  it  is  expected  that  some  improvement  of  the 
effluents  will  result  during  1967  from  the  completion  of  these 
measures  and  as  a result  of  the  continued  progress  being  made 
with  regard  to  exercising  effective  control  over  the  trade  effluents 
discharged  to  the  Spenborough  sewerage  system.  It  is  again 
exceedingly  disappointing  that  circumstances  did  not  permit  a 
start  being  made  on  the  scheme  to  extend  and  modernise-  the 
North  Bierley  sewage  works  of  Bradford  Corporation.  However, 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  made  it  known 
during  the  year  that  they  approved  the  scheme  in  principle  and 
have  subsequently  approved  the  civil  engineering  details.  It  is 
now  confidently  believed  that  a start  will  be  made  on  the  scheme 
during  1967.  Implementation  of  this  scheme,  and  of  that  for  the 
renovation  of  the  Spenborough  works,  will  eventually  result  in  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  river  as  it  enters  Dewsbury  County 
Borough. 

Although  all  major  trade  effluents  (with  the  exception  of 
those  from  a colliery  and  a ready-mixed  concrete  batching  plant) 
in  the  watershed  of  the  Batley  Beck  are  now  connected  to  the 
public  sewers,  regular  inspections  continue  to  be  carried  out  to 
ensure  that  no  unwarranted  “emergency”  discharges  of  pro- 
longed duration  are  made  to  the  Beck.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  tnat 
there  were  no  reported  incidents  of  any  significance  during  the 
year. 

It  is  understood  that  Batley  Corporation  is  preparing  a 
scheme  which  will  facilitate  the  abandoning  of  the  obsolete 
storm  sewage  tanks  at  Batley,  and  the  passage  forward  of 
prescribed  flows  to  the  Dewsbury  sewerage  system.  Implementa- 
tion of  the  scheme  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  broad  principles 
contained  in  the  Agreement  drawn  up  between  Batley  Corpora- 
tion and  Dewsbury  Corporation  in  1949,  and  will  result  in  a 
further  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Batley  Beck  in  wet 
weather. 

The  condition  of  the  Smithies  Beck  (the  upper  reaches  of  the 
Batley  Beck)  continues  to  be  impaired  by  the  discharge  of  mine 
water  (over  which  the  River  Authority  has  no  jurisdiction).  The 
condition  of  the  Pildacre  Beck  has  been  generally  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year,  as  also  has  that  of  the  Chickenley  Beck. 

Although  not  mentioned  in  previous  years,  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  note  that  one  watercourse,  the  Smithy  Brook  (a 
section  of  which  forms  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Borough) 
has  continued  to  support  fish-life. 

The  river  at  Brighouse  and  upstream  continues  to  support 
fish-life,  and  good  catches  continue  to  be  reported.  There  has 
been  no  change  in  the  general  condition  of  the  middle  reaches  of 
the  river  during  the  year,  and  the  River  Authority  have  been 
seriously  concerned  that  a start  was  not  made  during  the  year  on 
the  final  stages  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation’s  scheme  for 
providing  improved  sewage  treatment  facilities.  Assurances 
have,  however,  now  been  given  that  constructional  work  on  the 
scheme  will  be  started  early  in  1967. 
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During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment approved  in  principle  a comprehensive  scheme  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  for  the  Holme  Valley,  which  will  facilitate 
the  acceptance  of  effluents  from  trade  premises  in  the  Valley. 
The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  are  now  preparing  detailed 
drawings  and  contract  documents.  It  is  expected  that  the 
necessary  documents  in  connection  with  a scheme  to  convey  the 
sewage  and  trade  effluents  of  Sowerby  Bridge  Urban  District  to 
the  High  Royds  sewage  works  of  the  Luddenden  Foot  Joint 
Sewerage  Board  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1967. 
Detailed  drawings  and  contract  documents  were  prepared  during 
the  year  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the  Halifax 
Corporation  sewage  works,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a contract 
had  been  let  for  the  first  stage,  a start  on  which  will  be  made  in 
January,  1967.

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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Mr.  F.  Whitham,  Baths  Manager  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information: — 

The  Baths  are  situated  in  Old  Westgate  and  were  opened  in 
June,  1896.  They  comprise,  two  Swimming  pools,  eighteen 
Slipper  baths,  Turkish,  Zotofoam  and  Aeratone  baths,  and  an 
Establishment  laundry. 

Engineering  Section. 

In  this  section  there  are  2 Cornish  steam  boilers  each  72 
years  old,  a large  copper  storage  calorifier  capable  of  giving  2,000 
gallons  of  hot  water  per  hour,  a steam  calorifier  used  for  main- 
taining the  swimming  baths  water  to  a temperature  of  76°  F., 
a steam  calorifier  to  provide  the  space  heating  to  the  Central 
Library,  2 air  scoured  filters  for  filtering  the  water  from  the 
swimming  pools,  chemical  feeding  plant  and  a chlorinator,  this 
latter  was  installed  this  year. 

The  laundry  plant  consists  of  a rotary  washing  machine, 
hydro  extractor,  power  mangle  and  drying  chamber. 

Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  each  75'  x24'  with  the  depth 
from  3'  to  6',  the  capacity  of  each  bath  is  52,500  gallons  of  water. 
The  first  class  bath  is  used  for  mixed  bathing  every  day  and  for 
swimming  galas.  The  second  class  bath  is  used  as  the  instruc- 
tional bath  for  school  classes  and  for  single  sex  bathing  after 
school  hours. 

The  water  from  both  pools  undergoes  constant  treatment  to 
maintain  a high  standard  of  clarity  and  purity. 

Regular  tests  are  carried  out  during  the  day  to  check  that 
the  correct  ph  value,  alkalinity  and  free  chlorine  residual  are 
maintained. 

Slipper  Baths. 

There  are  12  slipper  baths  for  men  and  6 for  women.  Very 
good  use  is  still  being  made  of  these  facilities  in  particular  by  the 
coloured  people. 

Old  age  pensioners  are  allowed  free  baths  during  mid-week 
and  regular  use  is  made  of  this  concession,  over  1067  bathers  were 
recorded  during  the  year. 

Turkish,  Foam  and  Aeratone  Baths. 

These  baths  are  well  used  and  the  number  of  bathers  con- 
tinue to  increase.

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NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT 
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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

There  are  three  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  County  Borough 
administered  by  the  Corporation,  these  are  situated  at  Moor- 
lands Maternity  Hospital,  Thornhill  Council  Offices,  and  Heaton 
Lodge,  Earlsheaton. 

Ante-natal  care  is  available  at  these  clinics  for  patients 
resident  in  Dewsbury  and  in  bordering  areas  who  are  going  to 
be  confined  at  home  and  those  who  have  been  booked  for  delivery 
in  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  Some  Dewsbury  residents  are 
confined  to  Staincliffe  General  Hospital,  which  administers  its 
own  ante-natal  clinic. 

Blood  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  clinics,  and 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  available. 

Short  talks,  demonstrations  and  film  shows  on  various 
health  topics  are  given  to  patients  attending  Earlsheaton  and 
Thornhill  ante-natal  clinics.  Orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil,  and 
vitamin  tablets  are  also  on  sale  at  these  two  clinics.  During 
1966,  208  sessions  were  held  by  the  Authority’s  doctors  and 
145  sessions  by  Hospital  doctors. 


POST-NATAL  CLINICS 

A post-natal  clinic  administered  by  the  Corporation  is  held 
once  a month  at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  It  is  attended 
by  Dewsbury  residents  who  have  been  confined  either  at  home  or 
at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  12  sessions  were  by  the 
Authority’s  doctors  and  12  sessions  by  Hospital  doctors. 

Premature  Baby  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  Moorlands  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician.  A Senior  Health  Visitor 
attends  the  clinic,  where  all  premature  babies  born  in  the  area  are 
referred,  together  with  any  baby  who  has  been  ill  in  hospital  or 
any  baby  who  has  any  abnormality.  An  average  of  15  babies 
attend  at  each  session.

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HEARING  TESTS  ON  INFANTS,  1966. 

Routine  hearing  tests  on  infants  are  done  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres.  They  are  carried  out  on  infants  when  they 
reach  7 months  of  age,  or  as  soon  after  that  as  possible.  If  any 
infant  fails  these  routine  tests  of  hearing  on  two  occasions,  then 
arrangements  are  made  for  him  or  her  to  be  seen  by  Dr.  Fox  at 
the  Health  Department  for  further,  more  extensive  tests.

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DENTAL  SERVICE. 

Report  by  the  Principal  Dental  Officer — Mr.  J.  R.  Tuxford,  L.D.S. 

Provision  for  the  Dental  inspection  and  treatment  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  for  pre-school  children 
continues  to  be  made  available,  as  in  previous  years.  Treatment 
is  provided  at  the  Central  Dental  Clinic. 

This  year,  the  statistical  information  is  supplied  in  a 
different  manner,  it  is  presented  in  the  form  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  its  annual  returns. 

Slightly  more  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  inspected 
than  in  1965,  included  in  which,  was  a large  percentage  of  immi- 
grants. Language  barrier  makes  treatment  for  this  section  of 
patient  rather  time  consuming,  explanations  of  necessary  treat- 
ment are  not  always  clearly  understood.  Oral  hygiene  in  this 
section  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  and  instruction  in  this  field  is 
very  difficult. 

More  pre-school  children  were  seen  than  in  1965,  and  the 
number  of  fillings  has  been  increased  nearly  fourfold. 

Dental  treatment  of  all  types  is  made  available,  including 
provision  of  dentures  free  of  charge  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  up  to  the  child  being  one  year  old.

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The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  was  15  as  against 
12  the  previous  year.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  attendance 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  1966  a total  of  3,577 
attendances  was  made  compared  with  3,061  in  1965. 

During  1966  a Nursery  School  student  worked  at  the  Day 
Nursery  as  part  of  her  training  for  the  N.N.E.B.  qualification. 

The  charges  for  admission  remained  the  same  as  in  1 965, 
i.e.,  a minimum  of  Is.  6d.  a day  and  a maximum  of  6s.  Od.  per 
day,  the  actual  amount  depending  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
applicant. 

The  nursery  is  maintained  by  the  Council  primarily  as  a 
social  service  for  those  in  need  of  it,  i.e.,  children  of  unmarried 
mothers,  widowed,  divorced  or  separated  mothers,  mothers  who 
have  to  go  into  hospital,  and  others.  Each  case  is  decided  on  its 
merits. 

A doctor  visits  the  Day  Nursery  to  give  advice  and  to  do 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  as  necessary. 

Mother  and  Baby  Homes. 

There  are  no  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  provided  by  the 
Council,  but  approval  was  given  for  6 unmarried,  expectant 
women  to  be  sent  to  homes  provided  by  religious  bodies,  payment 
being  made  by  the  authority. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

The  authority  does  not  employ  a Social  Worker  for  purposes 
of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866.  The  mothers  are  visited  by 
the  Health  Visitors,  who  offer  advice  on  the  care  of  the  children 
and  on  the  services  available  to  them. 

THE  DOMICILIARY  NURSING  SERVICES. 

All  branches  of  the  Service  continued  to  be  busy  during  the 
year,  and  in  connection  with  the  staffing  it  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  with  the  appointment  of  another  Home  Nurse  this  brought 
the  District  Nursing  Service  up  to  its  full  quota  of  eleven  nurses. 

One  Health  Visitor  resigned  and  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
obtain  any  replacements.  Attempts  to  recruit  Health  Visitor 
trainees  likewise  failed. 

We  also  lost  the  valuable  services  of  our  Health  Education 
Organiser,  Miss  Oldroyd  in  December  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  post  is  also  vacant,  and  this  has  thrown  extra  work  on  the 
Superintendent  Nursing  Officer,  Miss  Alderson.

1 received  A.P.T.  and  259  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  combined. 
Private  doctors  immunised  148  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  (combined  prophylactic)  and  Tetanus.

HEALTH  EDUCATION,  1966. 

Health  Education  begins  with  the  pregnant  woman  and 
much  of  our  time  has  been  devoted  to  helping  these  women  to 
keep  healthy  from  early  pregnancy.  The  co-operation  of  the  mid- 
wives is  very  much  appreciated.  At  approximately  the  30th 
week  of  pregnancy  these  mothers-to-be  are  invited  to  attend  the 
classes  for  relaxation  and  preparation  for  parenthood.  The 
number  of  mothers  attending  increases  each  month,  many  hav- 
ing been  recommended  by  friends.  The  instruction  given  is 
similar  to  that  which  was  quoted  fully  last  year.  At  the  moment 
three  classes  are  held  weekly  and  if  the  numbers  continue  to  rise 
a fourth  class  will  have  to  start. 

The  Health  Visitor  continues  the  education  when  she  visits 
mothers  in  their  homes  or  when  they  visit  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics.  Leaflets  and  posters  are  always  available  to  supplement 
the  teaching  given.  We  now  have  some  leaflets  written  in  the 
language  of  the  immigrants.  Very  much  advice  is  given  to  the 
latter  to  help  them  integrate  into  our  way  of  life  and  to  contri- 
bute to  our  good  health  programme. 

The  staff  of  the  school  clinic  are  responsible  for  the  health 
education  of  children  and  mothers  attending  the  various  clinics. 
The  main  problem  is  the  dirty  child,  and  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  teach  the  mothers  and  children  how  to  keep  clean. 

The  elderly  citizens  are  catered  for  in  many  ways.  During 
home  visits  the  Health  Visitor  is  ever  on  the  look  out  for  dangers 
in  the  home  and  will  give  advice.  Encouraging  the  aged  to  eat 
well  and  to  keep  warm  is  a constant  endeavour.  Those  who  are 
not  housebound  often  attend  social  efforts  and  here  we  are  able 
to  give  talks  and  show  films. 

The  town  board  has  been  changed  at  frequent  intervals. 
During  September  and  October  several  displays  on  the  dangers 
of  smoking  were  shown.  This  coincided  with  the  National  Anti- 
Smoking  Campaign.  At  the  same  time  posters  were  displayed  in 
the  clinics  and  the  secondary  schools.  I appreciated  the  colourful 
posters  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Welcome  to  Citizenship.  Once  again  we  had  a stand  in  the 
Town  Hall  and  the  opportunity  to  make  our  young  people  aware 
of  the  work  done  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

School  Health  Education.  Details  of  this  programme  are 
given  in  the  School  Health  Report.  It  has  now  become  an  accepted 
part  of  the  school  curriculum,  and  the  staff  of  schools  are  ever 
ready  to  co-operate  with  us. 

Many  people  visit  the  department  during  their  training  as 
nurses,  midwives,  social  workers  and  teachers.  In  addition  we 
have  school  children  who  come  to  see  the  department,  listen  to  a 
talk  and  see  films  or  film  strips.  Help  has  been  given  to  students 
whose  training  has  included  some  project  involving  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department. 


This  year  we  sent  a RoSpa  1st  year  Birthday  Card  to  all 
our  babies  on  their  first  birthday.  These  contained  pictures 
showing  some  of  the  causes  of  accidents  to  very  young  children. 

The  popular  subjects  chosen  for  talks  to  organisations  who 
have  requested  these  have  been  ‘'Care  of  the  Young  and  the 
Aged”,  “Prevention  of  Accidents”,  and  “First  Aid”.

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Hospital  Admissions. 

As  in  previous  years,  admission  procedures  continue  to 
take  up  a substantial  part  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers’  time. 
Many  admissions  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals  are,  of  course,  arrang- 
ed by  the  general  practitioner  with  the  consultant  concerned  as 
is  the  case  in  any  other  form  of  illness  and  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  does  not  enter  into  the  procedure  at  all  but  in  most  cases 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  a very  useful  role  to  play  in 
facilitating  the  arrangements  and  escorting  and  reassuring  the 
patient  and  the  relatives.  In  some  cases  compulsory  powers 
under  Sections  25,  26  and  29  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959, 
are  found  necessary  and  it  is  in  these  cases  where  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  is  particularly  needed  although  even  in  these 
instances  he  is  not  essential  as  his  legal  function  can  be  under- 
taken by  the  patient’s  nearest  relative  though  this  procedure  is 
rarely  followed.  Informal  admission  is  of  course  normal  and  is 
appropriate  in  any  case  where  the  patient  is  not  unwilling  to 
enter  hospital  and  the  consultant  concerned  is  willing  to  provide 
a bed.  Out  of  a total  number  of  120  admissions  of  patients  to 
psychiatric  hospitals  in  which  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  were 
involved  during  the  year  18  only  of  these  had  to  be  compulsorily 
admitted.  Most  of  these  were  for  short,  compulsory  periods  of 
observation  and  most  then  elected  to  remain  for  a longer  period 
of  treatment  on  an  informal  and  voluntary  basis.  Throughout 
these  procedures,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  attempts  as  a 
matter  of  policy  to  avoid  the  use  of  compulsory  powers  if  at  all 
possible.  A tactful  and  sympathetic  approach  can  often  result  in 
an  unco-operative  and  fearful  patient  accepting  the  need  for 
hospital  care  and  the  need  for  compulsion  is  then  avoided. 

Gradually,  it  is  becoming  accepted  by  the  general  public 
and  by  most  of  the  family  doctors  that  the  admission  of  a patient 
to  psychiatric  hospital  is  in  essentials  no  different  to  that  of  a 
patient  to  any  other  specialist  hospital  except  when  the  need  for 
compulsion  becomes  inescapable.  Where  compulsory  powers 
are  applied,  they  have  to  be  used  with  firmness  but  always  with 
kindness  and  understanding.  There  is,  as  in  other  branches  of 
the  hospital  service,  a continuous  pressure  for  the  number  of  beds 
available  and  there  has  been  on  occasions  some  delay  for  patients 
awaiting  a hospital  place  but  emergencies  have  usually  been 
found  one  immediately.  Where  there  is  delay,  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  is  often  asked  by  the  Consultant  to  keep  an  eye  on  the 
patient  and  his  general  situation  and  do  anything  possible  in  the 
way  of  support,  informing  him  of  any  change  so  that  an  emer- 
gency bed  could  be  provided  if  necessary.  This  kind  of  function 
places  a heavy  responsibility  on  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  but 
he  is  supported  by  the  easy  accessability  of  the  Consultant 
Psychiatrists  concerned. 

As  in  former  years,  this  accessability  and  mutual  help  be- 
tween the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  the  Consultants  has  been 
considerably  aided  by  arrangements  whereby  the  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  assist  at  the  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  Psy- 
chiatric Out-patient  Clinics.  These  regular  sessions  in  which  the

specialist  and  the  Welfare  Officer  work  together  are  probably  of 
greater  value  than  periodic  conferences  of  a more  formal  nature. 
Under  the  present  arrangements,  Mr.  Gibson  assists  Dr.  E.  P. 
Cadogan  on  Tuesday  mornings  and  Dr.  N.  V.  Wilkinson  on 
Thursday  afternoons  one  week  and  Mr.  Rostron  assists  similarly 
on  alternate  weeks.  Mr.  Chaffer  assists  Dr.  Wilkinson  every 
Friday  afternoon. 

Patients  of  course,  attend  these  clinics  in  the  same  way  as 
those  attending  other  specialist  out-patient  clinics — that  is  at 
the  request  of  the  general  practitioner  to  the  Consultant.  By  his 
attendance  at  the  clinic,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  frequently 
knows  the  patient  well  if  hospital  admission  is  necessary  and  any 
arrangements  are  correspondingly  easier  and  less  distressing  to 
the  patient  and  his  family  or  relatives.  Again,  as  in  other  special- 
ities, the  Consultant  under  whose  care  the  patient  will  be  as  an 
in-patient,  usually  likes  to  have  seen  him  as  an  out-patient  first 
or  at  least  to  have  had  a request  from  the  general  practitioner 
where  the  case  is  urgent.  The  day  has  gone  when  the  Relieving 
Officer  or  Duly  Authorised  Officer  could,  without  medical  con- 
sultation compulsorily  take  a person  to  Mental  Hospital  and  the 
hospital  be  compelled  to  accept  the  patient. 

So  far  as  .subnormal  patients  are  concerned,  admissions  to 
hospital  for  short  periods  of  care  have  again  been  arranged  to 
provide  parents  and  guardians  with  a period  free  of  responsi- 
bility and  this  has  materially  helped  to  maintain  such  sub- 
normal patients  in  the  community  rather  than  them  occupying 
hospital  places  permanently. 

Case  Work. 

Co-operation  with  other  agencies  in  the  execution  of  social 
case  work  with  the  mentally  disordered  and  their  families  by  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  Fre- 
quently the  subnormal  in  particular  is  in  difficulties  in  his  social 
life.  The  complexity  of  our  present-day  society  has  increased 
enormously  and  the  subnormal  is  hard  put  to  in  understanding 
these  complexities.  Behaviour  problems  and  what  presents  as 
anti  social  conduct  are  often  attempts  at  self-assertion  by  a sub- 
normal and/or  constitutionally  inadequate  person  or  they  are  in 
the  nature  of  compensations  for  the  person’s  recognition  of  his 
inability  to  cope  with  these  complexities  and  his  unwillingness  to 
accept  his  deficiencies.  Good  case  work  can  make  it  possible  for 
such  a person  to  accept  help  without  destroying  his  self-respect 
and  can  help  him  to  earn  normal  satisfactions  and  avoid  his 
retreat  from  social  intercourse.  This  is  one  of  the  ways  in  which 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officer’s  function  is  particularly  specialised, 
the  provision  of  material  aid  being  the  function  of  other  associ- 
ated agencies  with  which  co-operation  is  maintained.  Apart 
from  the  other  Corporation  Departments  these  include  the 
Probation  Service,  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security,  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  the  W.R.V.S.,  etc.,  all  of  which  have  facilitated  the 
work  of  the  section  by  timely  help.  Perhaps  special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  York.shire  Evening  Post  whose  toy  fund 
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supplied  Christmas  gifts  to  families  known  to  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  where  the  children  would  otherwise  have  had  little  in 
the  way  of  Christmas  cheer  because  of  the  illness  of  the  bread- 
winner. 

Very  valuable  co-operation  and  assistance  has  been  rendered 
by  the  Borough  Police  during  the  year.  More  and  more  the  Police 
are  being  regarded  by  the  general  public  as  having  a wider  func- 
tion than  that  of  law  enforcement  and  very  frequently  they  are 
approached  by  people  in  distress  who  are  really  in  need  of 
psychiatric  help.  They  have  been  ready  to  recognise  this  and 
enlist  our  co-operation.  They  have  also  been  very  ready  to  help 
on  the  thankfully  rare  occasions  when  their  assistance  has  been 
necessary  in  support  of  compulsory  powers. 

Much  work  that  is  done  under  this  heading  does  not  of 
course  lend  itself  to  statistical  analysis  and  although  the  total 
number  of  visits  and  interviews  made  by  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  during  the  year  totalled  2,980  this  bare  figure  can  give 
no  indication  of  the  value  of  the  work  which  is,  of  necessity 
largely  unassessable. 

Guardianship. 

As  in  previous  years,  no  patient  has  been  taken  into 
guardianship  and  as  yet,  these  provisions  of  the  Mental  Health 
Act  remain  unused  in  the  area. 

Mental  Health  Education 

A considerable  number  of  programmes  on  radio  and  tele- 
vision and  much  that  is  written  in  papers  and  magazines  is  in 
these  days  devoted  to  mental  health  and  ill-health.  Some  of  this 
material  is  good  and  informative;  other,  presented  with  the 
professed  intention  of  being  entertaining  is  merely  sensational. 
In  this  connection,  the  psychiatrist  seems  to  have  taken  the  place 
of  the  six-gun  cowboy  as  the  hero  with  about  as  little  resemblance 
to  reality  and  as  little  effect  in  the  way  of  enlightenment.  Partly 
because  of  these  misguided  efforts,  partly  because  of  a normal 
reluctance  to  face  the  unpleasant  and  partly  because  of  the  un- 
expressed fear  in  all  of  us  that  we  ourselves  might  lose  control, 
there  remain  quite  considerable  areas  of  ignorance  even  in  places 
where  one  might  have  expected  more  knowledge.  There  is 
undoubtedly  a need  for  the  disemination  of  more  basic  informa- 
tion concerning  mental  abnormality  both  severe  and  mild  as  it  is 
in  the  increase  of  knowledge  that  fear  diminishes. 

With  these  ideas  in  mind  an  experiment  in  communicating 
more  facts  to  the  general  public  was  undertaken  during  the  year 
by  means  of  talks  about  mental  disorder  to  groups  of  young 
people.  Lectures  were  given  to  the  sixth  form  groups  in  the  town 
and  to  older  members  of  a Youth  Club  by  the  Senior  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  in  an  effort  to  correct  misconceptions  and  to 
increase  understanding  and  tolerance.  These  met  with  a lively 
and  even  enthusiastic  response  and  it  is  hope  that  the  attitudes 
of  the  young  people  concerned  will  be  modihed  accordingly. 
Talks  were  also  given  to  the  Thornhill  Mothers’  Union  when 
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colour  slides  of  the  hospital  and  training  centre  facilities  were 
shown  and  to  the  Rotary  Luncheon  Club.  These  were  the  out- 
ward and  obvious  attempts.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  his 
day  to  day  work  in  the  community  is  the  real  educator  and  in 
the  long  run,  he  does  more  than  anyone  to  break  down  the  fear 
and  ignorance  that  surrounds  the  subject. 

Social  Club. 

Towards  the  end  of  last  year  a circular  letter  was  addressed 
to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  each  subnormal  person  over  the  age 
of  16  known  to  the  service  inviting  them  to  a meeting  to  consider 
the  forming  of  a social  club  for  these  people.  It  was  suggested 
that  social  evenings  and  other  activities  should  be  held  at  regular 
intervals  for  the  young  men  and  women  in  the  town  who,  because 
of  their  mental  handicap,  do  not  have  the  normal  opportunities 
for  social  life.  It  was  also  suggested  that  their  parents  might  also 
attend  and  it  was  hoped  that  they  would  take  a leading  part  in 
running  the  club.  This  met  with  an  encouraging  initial  response 
and  the  club  has  continued  to  meet  throughout  the  year — A 
separate  report  on  the  year’s  activities  follows. 

Training  Centres. 

Co-operation  with  the  Junior  and  Adult  sections  of  the 
Training  Centre  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  A 
separate  report  on  these  sections  of  the  service  follows  below. 

Residential  Accommodation. 

Burgh  Mill  House  is  at  last  ready  for  use  and  just  before  the 
end  of  the  year,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Collins,  the  Superintendent  and 
Matron,  came  to  live  in  the  flat  which  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
building. 

The  hostel  is  to  provide  residential  accommodation  for 
sixteen  mentally  subnormal  adults,  eight  of  each  sex  though  the 
building  is  so  planned  that  the  bedroom  accommodation  can 
easily  be  doubled  on  each  side  making  an  ultimate  capacity  of 
thirty-two.  The  kitchen,  dining  and  sitting  accommodation  is 
already  large  enough  for  this  purpose. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  hostel  has  come  into  use  and  it  is 
hoped  to  give  an  account  of  the  first  full  year’s  activity  in  the 
next  annual  report. 

The  Orchard  Youth  Group. 

A meeting  was  held  at  the  training  centre  on  Wednesday, 
26th  January,  1966,  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  starting  an 
evening  social  club  for  the  adult  trainees.  Present  at  the  meeting 
were  parents  of  trainees,  training  centre  staff.  Dr.  Robertshaw 
and  Mr.  Chaffer. 

A committee  was  formed  with  Mrs.  Hirst  as  chairman,  and 
five  parents  as  members;  to  organise  the  club,  which  is  to  be 
called  the  Orchard  Youth  Club,  it  is  to  open  for  the  benefit  of 
subnormal  boys  and  girls  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  whether 
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they  attend  the  training  centre  or  not,  to  give  them  the  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  socially  in  a relaxed  and  informal  way.  Member- 
ship is  6d.  payable  on  club  nights,  and  it  is  open  on  the  2nd  and 
4th  Wednesday  in  each  month  from  7 to  9 p.m.  It  was  agreed 
that  one  member  of  staff  from  the  training  centre,  and  one  from 
the  Mental  Health  Department,  should  be  on  duty  on  club  nights 
to  organise  activities,  with  parents  to  help  and  look  after 
refreshments. 

Although  the  club  started  off  without  equipment  or  the 
money  to  buy  any,  through  the  generosity  of  parents,  staff  and 
friends,  there  is  now  available  for  use  a good  selection  of  games 
such  as  table  tennis,  darts,  billiards  and  a variety  of  table  games. 

A donation  of  £3  was  made  by  the  Ladies’  Circle  of  Cleck- 
heaton  Round  Table,  and  this  was  used  to  buy  games  equipment. 
Due  to  the  initiative  of  Mrs.  Hirst  some  local  firms  made  gifts  of 
biscuits,  tea  and  sugar,  which  was  a great  help  with  refreshments. 

The  club  plans  its  activities  to  resemble  as  far  as  possible 
those  of  an  ordinary  youth  club,  and  members  are  left  free  to 
choose  what  they  wish  to  do. 

Activities  during  the  year  included  social  evenings,  evening 
outings,  one  full  day’s  outing  to  Southport,  three  parties  with 
trainees  from  other  centres,  two  film  shows  and  a Christmas 
and  21st  Birthday  Party  combined. 

It  is  planned  to  develop  the  club  along  these  lines  and  also 
arrange,  if  possible,  some  activities  with  outside  organisations, 
as  well  as  promote  further  inter  centre  visits. 

The  trainees  were  enthusiastic  about  the  club  from  the  start. 
Attendance  has  been  consistently  good  at  all  the  meetings  and 
they  look  forward  to  club  nights  with  keen  anticipation. 

The  parents  themselves  have  been  most  helpful  and  co- 
operative in  this  venture,  and  have  played  a large  part  in  getting 
it  established. 

Since  September  the  Rotary  Club  of  Dewsbury  has  given  a 
lot  of  help  to  the  club  by  providing  transport  for  some  of  the  boys 
and  girls,  who  otherwise  might  not  always  be  able  to  attend. 
The  Rotarians  have  a very  real  interest  in  the  Youth  Club,  which 
is  shown  by  the  regular  attendance  on  club  nights  of  some  of 
their  members,  and  the  practical  help  they  give  in  many  other 
ways. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  first  year  of  the  youth  club  has 
been  a success,  and  sincere  thanks  are  extended  for  all  the  good- 
will and  help  given  by  so  many  people,  and  to  Mrs.  Hirst  for  the 
hard  work  she  in  particular  has  put  in  for  the  club.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1966. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Dewsbury. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  ended  3Ist  December,  1966. 
I have  attempted  to  summarise  under  their  respective  headings 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  all  sections  of  the  duties  set  out  in 
the  Public  Health  Offices  Regulations,  1959,  other  than  Public 
Cleansing. 

The  works  of  adaptation  in  the  Thornhill  Smoke  Control 
Order  continues  and  it  would  appear  there  is  a preference  for 
gas  appliances  with  a marked  increase  in  Central  Heating 
Installations.  The  Local  Authority  decided  that  solid  fuel 
appliances  should  be  installed  in  all  municipal  houses  in  the  area. 
Tenants  are  allowed  to  install  other  types  of  appliances,  but  at 
their  own  expense.  Close  watch  is  kept  on  the  Industrial  chimneys 
which  appear  to  work  well  within  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted 
Periods)  Regulations,  1958. 

Work  on  Rodent  Control  again  suffered  due  to  the  resigna- 
tion of  one  of  the  Rodent  Operators.  It  would  appear  that  the 
remuneration  for  this  most  important  work  is  not  very  attractive 
and  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  filling  the  post.  A scheme 
for  supplying  bait  to  occupiers  of  premises  for  the  eradication  of 
Rodents  was  introduced  until  such  times  as  the  post  was  filled. 
In  the  absence  of  new  Rodenticides,  difficulty  is  still  being 
experienced  in  dealing  with  ‘mice’  infestations,  as  Warfarin  does 
not  appear  to  be  giving  the  desired  results.  The  method  of 
prebaiting  has  had  to  be  continued  in  the  more  serious  cases  of 
infestation. 

A regional  scheme  of  food  sampling  for  the  detection  of 
Pesticides  in  food  has  been  inaugurated  and  samples  are  examin- 
ed by  the  City  Analyst  of  the  City  of  Leeds.  One  sample  of  Farm 
Bottled  Milk  from  a local  producer  and  a tin  of  South  African 
Fruit  was  submitted  for  examination  by  this  Authority  and 
negative  results  were  received  in  each  case. 

The  work  of  inspection  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Rail- 
ways Premises  Act  continues  smoothly  and  no  serious  problems 
appear  to  have  arisen.  The  main  contraventions  appear  to  be 
connected  with  insufficient  lighting,  poor  decoration  and  in 
some  cases  inadequate  sanitary  accommodation.  These  contra- 
ventions have  so  far  been  remedied  by  informal  action. 

The  staff  of  Inspectors  remained  at  full  strength  throughout 
the  year  although  there  appears  still  to  be  a National  shortage 
in  this  profession.  In  conclusion,  I would  once  again  express  my 
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thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  for  their  most  valued  help  and  support,  also  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  support  and  assistance  through- 
out the  year.  Last,  but  not  least,  I must  record  my  thanks  to  the 
staff  of  Inspectors,  clerks  and  workmen  for  the  excellent  manner 
in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties.

The  inspectorial  staff  comprises  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  six  District 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  one  Student  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  a Technical  Assistant  (Smoke  Control). 

The  remaining  staff  consists  of  two  female  clerks  and  two 
van  driver/disinfestors.  Mrs.  M.  Bancroft,  Clerk/Typist  resigned 
in  May,  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  M.  Stead,  in  July,  who  joined 
the  Department  from  Huddersfield  County  Borough  Council. 
Mr.  A.  Watson,  Rodent  Operator/Disinfestor  resigned  in 
October,  and  Mr.  F.  Preston  was  appointed  in  November  to  take 
his  place. 

In  addition  to  the  statutory  qualifications  held  by  all  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  they  also  hold  the  Certificate 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  for  the  inspection  of  Meat  and 
Other  Foods,  whilst  additional  qualifications  held  include: — 

Sanitary  Science  as  applied  to  Buildings  and  Public  Works: 

Sanitary  and  Domestic  Engineering  Certificate;  and 

Smoke  Inspector’s  Diploma.

The  personal  approach  to  traders  and  employees  regarding 
the  handling  and  storage  of  food  has  been  maintained  satis- 
factorily by  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Method  of  disposal  of  condemned  food  : — 

Condemned  foods  are  collected  and  removed  for  disposal 
to  the  Corporation’s  Destructor  Plant. 

Special  examination  of  stock  or  consignment  : — 

No  examination  was  called  for  during  the  year. 
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The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations,  1966. 

The  above  Regulations  revoke  or  supercede  corresponding 
requirements  contained  in  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regula- 
tions, 1960.  Specific  requirements  are  laid  down  in  relation  to  the 
handling  of  or  trading  in  food  which  is  not  undertaken  in  fixed 
premises.  These  Regulations  will  therefore  enable  a higher 
standard  of  hygiene  to  be  achieved  than  under  the  previous 
Regulations.  Certain  definitions  of  “open  food”  are  given  and  it 
is  an  offence  to  sell  certain  foods  which  have  not  been  previously 
sorted  before  being  exposed  for  sale.  It  is  also  obligatory  for 
certain  delivery  vehicles  to  be  equipped  with  washing  facilities. 

During  the  year  2,556  visits  were  made  to  food  stalls  on  the 
Market.  It  was  necessary  to  lay  information  against  one  Butcher 
for  contraventions  of  the  principal  Regulations,  the  case  to  be 
heard  early  in  1967. 

Adulteration. 

The  recognised  minimum  rate  of  sampling  is  three  samples 
per  1,000  population  per  annum,  so  taking  the  population  of 
Dewsbury  as  50,000  approximately,  this  gives  a total  number  of 
150  samples  per  year. 

During  1966,  there  were  145  samples  taken  for  chemical 
analysis,  of  which  136  were  reported  genuine  and  9 adulterated, 
giving  a percentage  adulteration  of  6.25%  and  128  visits  were 
made  by  the  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  taking  these  samples.

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Within  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury,  100  per  cent, 
meat  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  took  place  at  the  three 
private  slaughterhouses.  The  District  Public  Health  Inspectors 
carry  out  this  duty  on  a rota  system. 

During  1966,  588  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses 
and  3 tons,  15  cwts.  21  qrs.  21  lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  con- 
demned and  destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  food.  1,542  cattle,  118 
cows,  46  calves,  5,382  sheep  and  7,498  pigs  were  slaughtered 
within  the  County  Borough,  but  no  horses.  This  Department 
collects  and  disposes  of  by  incineration  all  offals  and  small 
quantities  of  meat  which  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses 
surrender,  but  any  carcase  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  is  dyed  by 
the  Inspectors  before  being  sold  to  manufacturers  of  non-edible 
products. 

From  the  30th  September,  1966,  the  Meat  Inspection 
(Amendment)  Regulations,  1966,  became  operative.  Apart  from 
slight  changes  of  details  in  the  Meat  Inspection  procedure  laid 
down  in  the  principal  Regulations,  powers  are  given  for  the  Local 
Authority  to  control  times  of  slaughter  at  Slaughterhouses  in 
their  area.  Resulting  from  discussions  with  the  owner  of  one 
slaughterhouse  who  carried  out  "Sunday  Killing"  it  was  found  to 
be  possible  to  discontinue  the  practice  by  the  provision  of  more 
cold  storage  equipment.  It  was  made  an  offence  to  use  the 
colour  "green"  for  the  marking  of  carcases  as  laid  down  in 
Section  10  of  the  principal  Regulations. 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  (Amendment)  Regulations, 
1966,  were  issued  in  October,  but  are  not  operative  until  1st 
February,  1967.  The  main  points  appear  to  be  that  no  animal 
which  is  intended  to  be  slaughtered  shall  not  be  kept  in  a 
slaughterhouse  for  more  than  72  hours;  the  occupier  of  a 
Slaughterhouse  is  responsible  for  keeping  lairage  clean;  the  use 
of  wiping  cloths  in  the  dressing  of  carcases  shall  be  prohibited 
from  1st  November,  1968.  In  the  meantime,  however,  a wiping 
cloth  may  be  used,  but  only  on  one  carcase,  after  which  it  must 
be  re-sterilised  before  being  used  again.

Record  of  Observations  from  the  Standard  Deposit  Ganges  for  the  Year  1966.
